through the years even as the styles we see on Fifth 

Avenue. The trend of both appears to be in the same 
direction—to show more. In a general way, this is the 
most important change to be observed in the policies and 
methods of Holstein-Friesian breeders as compared with a 
dozen or fifteen years ago. By this we mean that not only 
are Holstein-Friesian breeders taking much greater 
interest in the show ring as a means of breed and herd 
advertising, but their methods in general are more re- 
vealing as to what their animals really are. Health rec- 
ords are a necessity for the pure bred breeder of today; 
production records now have to be of a nature to tell the 
real story of ability. Standards of trade ethics in the 
Holstein-Friesian industry have advanced immeasurably 
in this period. For example, it was not much over a dozen 
years ago that the first so-called “guaranty” sale was held 
in which all of the animals offered were sold subject to a 
retest for tuberculosis within sixxty days from the date 
of the sale. Then it was bitterly resented by a large 
number of established breeders as an invasion of their 
rights and a menace to the industry. Today, the retest 
privilege is standard in practically all reputable sales and 
the absence of this guarantee would cause as much com- 
ment as did the guaranty itself only a few years ago. We 
refer to it here merely as a symbol of one important way 
in which the pure bred Holstein-Friesian industry has 
changed for the better during the past dozen years. 

In considering Holstein styles, it might be well to: re- 
view briefly some of the events of the past that have a 
definite bearing upon the present Holstein-Friesian situa- 
tion. The first permanent introduction of this breed into 
America was made about the time of the Civi] War, al- 
though it was not until the seventies and eighties that 
any considerable numbers of this breed were brought 
over from its native country of Holland. The first herd 
book society for this breed was formed in Boston in 1872. 
This was known as the “Association of Breeders of 
Thoroughbred Holstein Cattle,” and antedated any pedi- 
gree register for this breed, even in Holland. A few years 
later, another group of importers formed the “Dutch Frie- 
sian Herd Book Association,” the two groups being kept 
apart primarily over differemces in belief as to what the 
name of this breed should be. It was soon recognized 
by the better minds in the industry, however, that greater 
progress would be made if all were working together and 
registering their animals in a single herd book associa- 
tion. Accordingly, in 1885, the differences were com- 
promised and the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America came into being. The wisdom of this action 
has been reflected in the growth of the industry, the Asso- 
ciation itself now numbering over 26,000 members and the 
Holstein-Friesian breed according to the latest available 
census figures outnumbering all other dairy breeds in the 
United States combined. 


G ‘tiroue in breed promotion and development change 


In the early days of the Holstein-Friesian cow in this 
country, there was much prejudice against this breed on 
the score of low butterfat content in the milk. It was 
difficult to make accurate récords at that time as the 
Babcock test had not come into use and the butter pro- 
duction could only be determined by actual churning. 
This was a cumbersome process and the size of the record 
depended greatly upon the skill of the butter maker in 
keeping the moisture percentage of the butter as high 
as possible. In 1887, however, a great stimulus to the 
populartiy of the Holstein-Friesian breed was furnished 
when the imported Holstein, Clothilde, and her three-year- 
old daughter, Clothilde 4th, owned by the Smiths & Powell 
Company of Syracuse, won first and second places in a 
widely advertised butter test at the New York Dairy and 
Cattle Show in competition with some of the most famous 
producing animals of the other breeds. Following this 
great victory, other breeders were encouraged to arrange 
for butter records on their good cows and during the next 
half dozen years, we find breeders of Holstein-Friesian 
cattle centering their attention largely on production 
tests. They were essentially private records, although in 
the case of phenomenal producers some effort was made 
to get authentification from disinterested parties. By far 
the greater number of these records were for 7 days; the 
high mark being set in 1890 by Mechthilde (imported in 
1884) at 39 lbs., 10% oz. butter from 717 lbs. milk. How- 
ever, &@ number of yearly records were completed, the 
maximum productions being the butter record of Pauline 
Paul, an American bred cow, of 1,153 lbs., 15% oz. butter 
completed in 1891, and the milk record of Pietertje 2d 
(imported in 1882) of 30,318 Ibs., 8 oz., completed in 1888. 

With production mounting so far beyond public com- 
prehension, Holstein breeders were faced with a situa- 
tion wherein the public began to feel that their records 
were too good to be true. In short, they doubted the 
accuracy of those private tests. So in 1893, the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America, to meet that situation, 
arranged for the supervision of all of their advanced 
registry records by representatives of the state agricul- 
tural colleges and experiment stations. The wisdom of 
this move to secure disinterested verification of the tests 
has been very clearly reflected in the growth and expan- 
sion of the breed and its popularity throughout the world. 
It is not our purpose here to enlarge upon the honors 
which the Holstein-Friesian breed has won other than to 
say that in individual performances as well as in the aver- 
age for all the records of the breed, the Holstein cow has 
set the mark substantially higher than any other breed 
has been able to accomplish. 

At the start, the new advanced registry system, which 
was worked out largely by Mr. Solomon Hoxie, the father 
of Advanced Registration, provided only for a 7-day test. 
It was not unti] 1901 that the first records for a period

Missouri Starts Season With a Bang

got away to a flying start at Sedalia, Missouri, Au- 

gust 17th, when close to a dozen complete or nearly 
complete show strings from seven different states lined 
up before Judge R. E. Haeger. Missouri, the home state, 
was represented by the A. J. King herd from Kansas 
City, W. S. Buckley of Garden City, Missouri State Sana, 
torium and various local exhibitors with a few head each. 
From California came Billiwhack, the leading money 
winner of the show, with both grand championships and 
five first prize animals. From Iowa came the second and 
third high winners, H. O. Larsen and Hargrove & Arnold, 
as well as fairly successful exhibits from Iowana Farms 
and Paul P. Stewart. C. H. Smith of Tripoli, Iowa, also 
had a first prize bull. Minnesota Holstein Co. was the 
sole representative of that state and their cattle had the 
hard luck to be held up in Kansas City, not arriving on 
the ground until the bull classes had been shown. Other 
out-of-state exhibitors were C. E. Griffith (Mount Riga 
Farms), Big Cabin, Okla.; John R. Logan, Seward, Iowa; 
and Ira Romig & Sons, Topeka, Kansas. It was a wonder- 
ful Holstein exhibition of about 150 head or more than 
any other two dairy breeds. With a very few exceptions, 
all of the classes were well filled and with very acceptable 
tops and a number of animals shown at Missouri are 
likely to furnish some stiff competition for the All-Ameri- 
can if they continue to hold up throughout the season. 
All of the leading exhibitors at Sedalia are planning to go 
on to other shows. The following table shows the leading 
winners and their more important prizes:

The Bulls 


Eight aged bulls, including three-year-olds, made up 
the opening class, and every one was a creditable indi- 
vidual, although one or two might have been in better 
show shape. The winner was Forum Patriarch, Larsen’s 
great son of K P O P from Owanda Gerben Barber. This 
bull made a fine record last year as a two-year-old and has 
developed in fine shape in the past year. He appears to 
be outgrowing the few minor faults that some of the 
judges noted in the early 1925 shows. He is getting some

good calves for Mr. Larsen, one of which won first in 
class. In second place was Mr. King’s entry, Berylwood 
Prince Johanna Segis, who will be delivered to Billiwhack 
after the show season. Like the winning Forum bull, he 
is a three-year-old and these two took turns in beating 
one another last year as two-year-olds. This year the 
Forum bull appears to have the edge. Tritomia Pietertje 
Ormsby Lad, Reserve All-American three-year-old of 1925 
was at the show but owing to a bruised knee suffered in 
shipping, he was left in the barn. K P O P 5lst, owned by 
Hargrove & Arnold, was a rather easy winner in a small 
class of two-year-olds, so two sons of K P O P fought it 
out for senior championship, the honor going to the older 
brother, Forum Patriarch. 

Grand Champion honors, however, fell to the Billi- 
whack yearling, Billie Homestead De Kol, a youngster of 
great strength and masculinity, with wonderful depth of 
chest and heart for a bull of his age and witha] as smooth 
and straight as heart could wish except for a suspicion of 
roughness at the tailhead.. Hargrove & Arnold had a 
very good son of Triune Ormsby Piebe in second place, 
he a 100 per cent brother to the famous Triune 27th at 
Baker Farm. 

In the senior calf class it was again Billiwhack first 
and Hargrove & Arnold second. This was a class of 11 
head of which a number were quite badly out of condi- 
tion. Only four junior calves were shown, first going to 
Nirvana Ormsby Lad, a grandson of K. P. O. P. Tidy, 
owned by C. H. Smith, Tripoli, Iowa and exhibited with 
the K P O P show herd. 


The Females 


The Aged Cow class was a good one with 24 cows in 
the ring, from which Judge Haeger selected 11 for honor- 
able mention. In such a class, Billiwhack deserves great 
credit for show two inside the money, including the first 
prize winner, Jennie Segis De Kol Walker, last year’s All- 
American three-year-old and a sensational two-year-old of 
1924. She may be expected to add considerably to her 
string of winnings this year. Maudlene Ollie Homestead, 
first prize four-year-old at last year’s National, arrived 
in Sedalia just in time to be led off the car and into the 
ring for this class. Even with this handicap she was a 
creditable third with Forum Pontiac Queen in second 
place. Iowana Farms had one in fourth place and another 
Billiwhack entry stood fifth. Corking good cows for which 
there was no money left included Mr. Griffith’s three 
daughters of Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King, Mr.

Ottawa Show Brings Out Sensational Tops

Central Canada Exhibition, which was one of the 

largest as well as highest quality shows of the entire 
season, this year’s event, August 23-28, was decidedly 
down in numbers. It more than made up, however, in 
quality, the tops right through the show being good 
enough to hold their own or better in any competition. 
Further than that, there was scarcely a discreditable ani- 
mal in the whole show, and the resulting uniform ap- 
pearance of the classes was the cause of much very 
favorable comment. Entries actually shown numbered 
82 in the open classes. These came principally from 
the herds of Mt. Victoria Farms, Raymondale, Arbogast 
Brothers, Oliver Brothers and D. Smith & Son, with 
scattering entries from ten other exhibitors inside the 
money, mostly there for competition in the County Herd 
class. The first two mentioned were the heaviest winners, 
as they were at Ormstown, and as the quality of their 
animals warrants. 

Mount Victoria Farms brought out both Grand Cham- 
pions, Johanna Rag Apple Pabst adding another scalp to 
his belt without serious difficulty and Oakhurst Colantha 
Abbekerk, their great 1,000-lb. fat producer, topping a 
classy female entry. This cow, who placed second to 
the immortal Countess Abbekerk Hiemke at Ormstown, 
now that Countess has passed on to her reward will out- 
class any aged cow we have seen out for some years past. 
She has to go through the ordeal of freshening before 
the National, but barring accident—what’s the use of 
predicting anyway. In addition to these superlative 
honors, this Quebec herd placed six firsts and six seconds 
as well as a number of lesser prizes. Raymondale had 
the largest number of first prizes, with eight, also win- 
ning four seconds and four thirds and the same number 
of fourth prizes. Their championships included one of 
the junior awards. In fact they were assured of the junior 
female championships when their entries won first in 
all of the junior female classes. Abegweit Plura was the 
junior champion of the show and she has developed into 
the best senior yearling we have seen ‘out either this 
year or last. Unfortunately she will freshen before the 
National and will have to show in the two-year-old class. 
Levi Leeming & Sons took junior male championship with 
Sir Het Burke of Crystal Spring, a junior yearling son 
of that famous winner of other years, Sir Francy Mer- 
cena Burke. This bull had perhaps his closest battle in 
his own class. In fact the ringside rather favored Maple- 
croft Albert Canary Sylvius, exhibited by J. F. Gibbons, 
a very strong level-topped bull of much substance.

The Bull Classes 

Among the four aged bulls Johanna Rag Apple Pabst 
was an easy winner, without discredit to three other 
mighty good bulls. He is not so fat as he has been on 
previous show circuits, and to our notion he carries 
himself better and is a better dairy bull than he has 
ever been before. Sir Sylvia Dewdrop, the Oliver entry 
in second place, had the same ranking at the Royal last 
year. He is siring some very classy daughters that did 
very well here. Prince Colanthus Abbekerk S., a former 
New York State Fair and C. N. E. grand champion, now 
eight years old, ranked third over Brookholm Inka, who 
was handicapped by his lack of maturity. With another 
year’s development this bull is likely to make them all 
step to beat him. Raymondale won the two-year-old class 
with Abegweit Silver Chieftain, a bull of great substance 
and unusual quality, although lacking the style that was 
found in the second prize winner, King Sylvius Johanna 
Pontiac, owned by T. F. Robertson. There were no senior 
yearling bulls entered and we have already commented 
on the junior yearling class which was headed by the 
junior champion of the show. Arbogast Bros. cleaned up 
in the bull calf classes, two sons of Prince Colanthus 
Abbekerk S. placing first and second in a good bunch 
of seniors and another son being first in the junior section. 
In the latter class Brookholm Inka 9th, a son of Brookholm 
Inka out of a daughter of Raymondale Abbekerk (1,000- 
lb. fat cow), looked to the ringside like the best bet for 
first money, the winner lacking the strength in the back 
that is characteristic of the Brookholm Inka offspring. 


The Female Classes 


The two sections of the aged cow class brought out a 
dozen entries, the top half of which would be money 
cows anywhere. Mount Victoria won both the dry and 
milking sections, the former with Oakhurst Colantha 
Abbekerk, previously mentioned as the outstanding Grand 
Champion of the show, and the latter with their splendid 
four-year-old, Ingleside Pietje Posch, a star with their 
show herd last year. Raymondale also had four grand 
cows in these two classes, although nothing to fill the 
breach left by the death of Countess Abbekerk Hiemke. 
Arbogast Bros. showed several strong, useful, high pro- 
ducing daughters of Dutchland Pontiac Colantha that 
were in the money in these classes. The entry in the 
three-year-old classes was small, two in the dry section 
and three in the milking. Raymondale won both classes,

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Illinois’ Banner Show 
By WILLIAM A. PRESCOTT 


HE ILLINOIS STATE FAIR has been a sensational 
Holstein battle ground several times during the last 
half decade, but never before in the history of this 

fair have there been so many good Holsteins exhibited. 
This was the expressed opinion of the judge, Prof. C. S. 
Rhode and of several other men who have long beet 
closely identified with the fair at Springfield. Besides a 
large proportion of the great show herds that were seen 
at Missouri the preceding week—Billiwhack, Forum, 
Minnesota Holstein Co., Hargrove & Arnold, Logan & 
Son, A. J. King, Stewart, Iowana and others—there were 
present at Springfield the pick of Illinois’ best Holsteins, 
including full strings from the herds of Rasmussen, Rock 
River, Rudolph, Randolph and scattering entries from 
numerous other exhibitors. Paul & Merriam from Indiana 
also had a nearly complete string. 

To Forum Holstein Farm, owned by H. O. Larsen, Dike, 
Iowa, goes the honor of being both Premier Exhibitor and 
Premier Breeder. This herd had senior and grand cham- 
pion bull, junior champion heifer, three first prize indi- 
viduals, one first prize group and had one animal in two 
other first prize groups, Get of Sire and Produce of Cow. 
This herd also won numerous seconds, thirds and lesser 
prizes, being very consistently in the money in almost 
every class. The entire herd, with the exception of one 
of the older cows was bred by Mr. Larsen. 

R. V. Rasmussen, whose Elmwood Farm is located at 
Deerfield, Ill., gave the Forum herd a close run for top 
honors, and if we count the special Illinois prizes, really 
took home more money than any other Holstein exhibitor. 
Mr. Rasmussen had the senior and grand champion cow, 
another first prize female, first and fourth dairy herd, and 
furnished one member for the first prize Get and the first 
prize Produce, the latter being exhibited in his name. In 
the Aged Cow class of 19, his entries won first and third 
and in the three-year-old class of 15 entries, Rasmussen 
heifers won second, fourth and sixth. 

Billiwhack Stock Farm, Santa Paula, Calif. made a 
good showing in both the male and female classes, getting 
a first, two fourths and a fifth for bulls and two firsts 
and a second for females. Their herdsman declined to 
bring out his animals in any of the group classes, ap- 
parently as a protest against some of the judge’s decisions. 
Entry had been made in four of the group classes. 

The much prized honor of first get of sire fell to 
K. P. O. P. once more. The group, exhibited in the name 
of Hargrove & Arnold, was made up of four animals from 
four different herds, although three of them were bred 
by Hargrove & Arnold. Forum’s son of K. P. O. P. also 
had a young get inside the money. 

Minnesota Holstein Co. had first for both yearling herd 
and calf herd, and also exhibited second and third Produce 
and third and fourth Get. They also had four second prize 
winners in the individual classes. 


Reference has been made to criticism of Judge Rhode’s 
work on the part of some of the exhibitors and bystanders. 
In this connection we might say that while as is always 
the case, there were some placings with which some of 
us did not entirely concur, we are certain that each de- 
cision was the result of his best judgment as he always 
was ready to give a logical reason for any of his placings. 
He took plenty of time and did a thorough conscientious 
job, in most cases sticking quite consistently to his 
chosen type. 


The Bulls 


Forum Patriarch, Larsen’s great three-year-old son of 
K. P. O. P. from the famous grand champion of 1921, 
Owanda Gerben Barber, added another to his long string 
of blues and had no trouble in taking senior and grand 
championship of the show. The aged bull class, which 
included three-year-olds, consisted of twelve bulls, with 
good type running down the line much farther than the 
premiums did. There were only two or three of the 
dozen that would be classed as very seriously off type. 
Rock River had two good sons of the late Sir Johanna 
Fayne Segis Pontiac in second and sixth places. Last 
year’s Reserve All-American three-year-old, Tritomia 
Pietertje Ormsby Lad, owned by Vial & Abbott, could do 
no better than third, which is no reflection on the bull 
but rather shows the strength of the class. Randolph’s 


famous Whitehurst Colantha Artis Lad, who has been 
a consistent prize winner for the last several years, was 
in fourth place. 

Rudolph showed a son of the All-American bull, North 
Star Joe Homestead, for first in the two-year-old class, 
beating out Sir Star Laura Segis, also of All-American 
fame. K. P. O. P. 51st, showing somewhat out of condi- 
tion was a strong third. In fact the decision on these 
three bulls was very close, all three having strong sup- 
porters among the ringside. 

In the yearling class, juniors and seniors showing to- 
gether, Billiwhack’s big junior yearling, Billie Homestead 
De Kol, Sedalia grand champion, took first over a son 
of Sir Inka May shown’ by Minnesota Holstein Co. An- 
other Sir Inka May son, owned by Adam Pancake, of 
Illinois, won in the strong calf class and was made junior 
champion. He has the makings of a great bull if he 
developes a little more stretch as he gets older. He is 
a flashy youngster that is likely to prove hard to beat 
this season. In second place in the calf class was the 
youngest son of May Walker Ollie Homestead, sired by 
Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes, exhibited by Minnesota Holstein 
Co. Charlie Smith’s good calf that was first junior calf at 
Sedalia, was a creditable third. 


The Females 


The class of 19 Aged Cows was a difficult one and 
Judge Rhode called in Prof. Yapp as assistant in this 
class. The cows were milked out before the final de- 
cision was made. Colantha Hark Delaphene, a grand old 
ten-year-old cow owned by Rasmussen, headed the list 
and went through to senior and grand. She is a cow 
of great capacity and enormous depth and girth. Her 
udder, although showing somewhat the effects of her 
many years of heavy production, is still very good for a 
cow of her years. Maudlene Ollie Homestead, a former 
National blue ribbon winner, placed second. She is a 
cow of a somewhat different type from the leader of the 
class. but her very evident dairy quality and her broad 
square rump, persuaded the judge to break his type to 
find a place for her. A trim typey little Rasmussen cow, 
Molly Marie Barrington 2d, placed third. From a side 
view she was about the prettiest thing in the ring, and 
her udder was one of the best, but she lacked a bit in 
width and scale. A Forum cow beat out Randolph’s grand 
old Mamsell Maple Grove Jewel for fourth place. The 
latter was one of the largest and most capacious cows 
in the ring but just a little rough on top. Old Model Se- 
gis Prilly Gelsche, Billiwhack’s greatest producer, could do 
no better than sixth place. 

The four-year-olds, headed by Jennie Segis De Kol 
Walker, Billiwhack’s All-American three-year-old of 1925, 
made up a small class of not too much quality below the 
tops. The three-year-old class was much stronger. Miss 
Tritomia Fobes Walker, the Sedalia grand champion and 
one of the great three-year-olds of all time, won for 
Billiwhack over Rasmussen’s well known heifer, Oak- 
wood Piebe Allie, the first defeat the latter has ever met. 
Handicapped by being some fourteen months from calving 
and not yet heavy with calf again, the Illinois heifer could 
hardly expect to beat such a wonderful antagonist as the 
Billiwhack beauty. Rasmussen also had two other three- 
year-olds in the list of winners, in fourth and sixth place. 

Forum Floa Madison, a Forum-bred two-year-old owned 
by Rasmussen, beat out Billiwhack’s great daughter of 
K. P. O. P. for first place. Both heifers were prominent 
winners last year as yearlings. Hargrove & Arnold had a 
remarkably large and mature looking granddaughter of 
K. P. O. P. in third place. 

The Sedalia junior champion, Forum Diana Master- 
piece, repeated at Springfield topping the senior yearling 
class and taking championship honors without much diffi- 
culty. This heifer, a daughter of a former All-American 
winner, looks like a good candidate for All-American 
honors herself. If she has any faults they are not ap- 
parent to the naked eye and her udder was described 
by Haeger at Sedalia as “a 100 per cent udder.” Bess 
Aaggie Jewel, who won so many junior championships last 
year for Pinery Farms, beat out the youngest daughter 
of May Walker Ollie Homestead. The Bess heifer is

HE thrills and excitement that sweep over the 
T crowded grand stand at Saratoga when the barrier 

is lifted on a field of crack three-year-olds may not 
quite be duplicated in the dairy cattle show ring but it 
does seem as though there has never been a season when 
there was more widespread interest in the big line shows 
of the fall from a Holstein standpoint than is the case 
with the season just starting.

Significant Action in Wisconsin 


NNOUNCEMENT is made of significant action by 
A the Wisconsin Manufacturers’ Association whereby 
that organization places $50,000 in the hands of the 
regents of the University of Wisconsin to be expended 
in experimental study of contagious abortion. This action 
is significant not only in the direct results hoped for but 
also because of the source of this fund. It indicates on 
the part of the Wisconsin Manufacturers sincere appre- 
ciation of the fundamental importance of the dairy in- 
dustry in its relationship to general business prosperity. 
It recognizes the fact that prosperous agriculture is 
directly reflected in the prosperity of business in general. 
This action also recognizes directly the heavy financial 
toll which contagious abortion takes from the dairy in- 
dustry and the fund here provided wisely expended in 
experimentation and research may point the way to 
progressive advancement in coping with this dreaded 
live stock disease that might easily amount to the check- 
ing of an economic loss running into millions of dollars 
every year. 
We congratulate the Wisconsin Manufacturer’s Asso- 
ciation and its agricultural department, of which our own 
Jerry Riordan is the executive officer, on the action it has 
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taken. It is indeed a hopeful sign for the future when 
agriculture and business can work so closely hand in hand 
as this action demonstrates. 


The World Every Week Again 


OMMENCING with this number, the World resumes 
C its every-week publication. We are pleased with the 

way this schedule of omitting alternate issyes 
through the summer months has worked out -these Past 
two summers that we have had it in operation. In the 
first place, it comes in the period of least activity in the 
Holstein realm, so that the every-week news service is 
not as urgent. In the next place, it gives the World staf 
a greater opportunity to get out among the breeders on 
their farms than is possible under an every-week pub- 
lishing schedule, and incidentally the arrangement greatly 
simplifies the problem of carrying on while employees are 
granted the vacations that are customary and in fact quite 
essential for efficiency in a high pressure job like that 
of newspaper publication. We desire to express to our 
readers our appreciation of their indulgence during this 
summer schedule period. 


Abortion ‘‘Remedies’’ Excluded 


HE World announces that no further advertising will 
I be accepted on any patent preparation claiming to 
cure or control contagious abortion in cattle. Manu- 
facturers of such preparations are usually able to show 
stacks of testimonials from apparently reputable cattle 
owners, testifying to the benefits they have derived from 
their use, and it has been the practice of a large propor- 
tion of reputable farm and dairy publications io accept 
this class of advertising. 

Government investigations of the so-called ccrtagious 
abortion remedies have recently been completed and made 
public. The statement from the U. S. Department of Ag- 
riculture appeared on page 42 of our issue of August 7. 
In a press release from the Department of Agriculture, 
it is stated that one widely advertised preparation was 
found to consist of about 85% brown sugar and about 15% 
ground wheat bran. The mixture was sold at $5.00 for nine 
and a half pound packages. 

The seriousness of the conclusions reached by the De- 
partment investigators is indicated by the following para- 
graph from which we quote: 

“While millions of dollars have been mulcted 

from the farmers by dealers in fake cures for con- 
tagious abortion and sterility, that amount does 
not represent the real significance of the practice. 
By far the greatest losses to livestock men and 
to the industry are due to the delay in applying 
proper methods of sanitation and management to 
infected herds which occurs before the user of the 
“cures” realizes that he has ben duped. Approp- 
riate methods or dealing with infected herds if put 
into effect when abortion symptoms are first 
noticed would have much more value than when ap- 
plied after the disease has become more widely 
spread.” 

The following conclusion by Government investigators 
as to proper methods of control lay down general prin- 
ciples that cannot be over-emphasized: 

“The feeling of false security and the failure 
to undertake isolation and disinfection not only 
cause the spreading of the disease in a herd, but 
cause it to be distributed by sales of infected ani- 
mals into other herds. It is only by intelligent 
and long continued efforts of livestock owners 
working under the direction of specially trained 
veterinarians and laboratory workers that success 
can be obtained in the prevention of the spreading 
of this disease and for its control within a herd.” 

This conclusion is squarely in line with the educational 
campaign on bovine infectious abortion that has been 
running for several months in this publication through 
the initiative of such representative Holstein institutions 
as Bell Farm, Winterthur Farms, and Rock River Farms. 


The Cover 


EDFIELD SEGIS JOHANNA 735950, the subject of 
R our cover illustration this week, must rank as one 
of the great cows of the breed from a production 
standpoint. Her superlative merit along this line was 
shown at her first freshening as a senior 2-year-old at 2 
years, 7 months. Her 7-day official record at this age 
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was 25.42 Ibs. butter, 476.4 lbs. milk. She did proportion- 
ately better in 30 days with 106.24 Ibs. butter, 2,004.2 lbs. 
milk. She was continued on long-time test, being bred for 
a 10-months record. She made in this period 876.73 Ibs. 
putter, 18,931.6 Ibs. milk, carrying twin calves 187 days 
of the record. She was going so strong that she was 
carried for the full year in the same lactation, and in 
spite of the handicap of carrying the twins over eight 
months of the twelve, she finished with 1,014.46 Ibs. 
putter, 21,407.6 lbs. milk. She was not tested in 3-year- 
old form, but was allowed to take it easy, being bred to 
freshen again in thirteen months as a senior 4-year-old. 
At 4 years, 9 months, occurred her third freshening, this 
peing her fourth heifer calf, and she immediately started 
out to do things again. In 7 days she made an official rec- 
ord of 33.5 lbs. butter, 686 lbs. milk. Her production 
through the year was very even, five different months 
being above 100 lbs. fat and no month below 85 lbs. In 
fact but two months were below 90 Ibs. fat. She finished 
the year with a new world’s championship mark for senior 
four-year-olds, with 1,182.93 lbs. fat (1,478.66 Ibs. butter), 
31,060.6 Ibs. milk. This was the highest butter record 
for any age or breed last year. In connection with this 
record she carried a calf within two weeks of Iong enough 
to qualify for a ten-months record in the same lactation. 
She finished her record-breaking test in good condition 
and weighing 1,850 lbs. Her weight just before this fresh- 
ening was 2,110 lbs. She freshened again for her fourth 
lactation in April, entering the 40-lb. list with a record of 
40.14 lbs. butter, 609.8 lbs. milk. She continued for a 30- 
day record of 149.28 Ibs. butter, 2,483.2 lbs. milk. We have 
had no later reports on her work during this lactation. 
She is a daughter of King Homestead Veeman Pontiac, 
he being by Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King and out 
of one of the 1,000-lb. fat daughters of King Segis Pontiac 
Count. Her dam is by a son of King Segis from the 
Prilly family, and her dam is out of a daughter of Sar- 
castic Lad and by a grandson of Hengerveld De Kol. She 
was bred by John Ebbott, Palmyra, Wis., but was dropped 
and has received all of her development in the herd of the 
Redfield State School & Home for the Feeble Minded at 
Redfield, South Dakota.

MEETINGS 


One of the most successful state Holstein meetings 
held within our knowledge and surely one of the best 
ever staged in Rhode Island was held August 25th at 
Bristol at the Soldiers’ Home there. The affair was a 
real Rhode Island clam bake and over 300 people gathered 
for the bake and for a fine program which followed it. 
Dr. Franklin Strickland of Providence, the Moses of 
Holstein interests in Rhode Island was responsible for 
the success of the meeting and the fact that about 100

more people than he had planned for attended is a tribute 
to the power of his call. Mrs. Susan B. Sheple, com- 
mandant of the Home acted as hostess and the bake was 
held in an attractive grove of trees near the buildings. 
Rain which threatened held off all day for the event so 
that it may be said that Providence cooperated with the 
man from Providence in making the event a success. 


After all had been fed and well fed too, President 
Strickland introduced as speakers Allen Crissey of the 
Extension Department who spoke upon general needs of 
the industry and cooperation effort in extension matters. 
Mr. Crissey was followed by Prof. J. H. Frandsen of the 
Dairy Department of the Massachusetts Agricultural Col- 
lege, who spoke upon economical dairy production and 
cooperation in marketing dairy products. The trial of 
a scrub bull followed and this event provoked much amuse- 
ment for the crowd. The jury, a dozen well known Hol- 
stein breeders, found the scrub bull guilty but the attorney 
for the defense put up a stirring combat for acquittal and 
had the jury not been well selected a different and sadder 
tale, for the pure bred industry, might have been recorded. 

The crowd took much pleasure in inspecting the small 
but select herd of pure bred Holsteins at the Home headed 
as it is by son of Dutchland Pietertje out of a good record 
daughter of Dutchland Creamelle Korndyke Lad. The 
junior sire is a son of Colantha the Great. 


The Connecticut State summer meeting of Holstein 
breeders was held on August 27th at the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Waldo S. Kellogg of Derby. Despite very threatening 
weather a large turnout was recorded and the event 
provided a delightful entertainment and very educational 
for the hundred or more who gathered at this attractive 
Holstein establishment. The morning was spent in in- 
specting the herd of one hundred fine Holsteins and 
luncheon was spread in the main barn where an orchestra 
furnished music and Mrs. Kellog presided over the serv- 
ing of beverages to the guests. After the luncheon hour 
Mr. Kellogg, as president of the Connecticut State Hol- 
stein Association called the assembly to order and intro- 
duced Joe Cort of the Massachusetts State Department of 
Agriculture. Mr. Cort discussed the problems of Holstein 
men with which he is well acquainted having acted as 
Extension man for the National Association and for the 
Wisconsin College of Agriculture as well as manager of 
Milford Meadows herd at Lake Mills in Wisconsin. He 
drew from his experience for material to aid the eastern 
Holstein breeder in solving his own problems and shed 
some helpful light on the business of milk marketing, 
breeding for economical production and general needs. 

Allen Crissey of the Extension Department followed 
Mr. Cort and stressed some of the ways in which breeders 
could work to better production, milk markets and herd 
improvement. Other speakers included C. E. Hough of 
the Connecticut Milk Producers’ Association. Mr. Hough 
brought out an unusual point when he stated that good 
milk prices and improvement in market returns might 
get producers of milk who are also breeders into careless 
habits and bring about a reaction in the apparent pros- 
perity now at hand. He cited improper methods of farm 
management, neglect of the young herd and uneconomical 
production generally as some of these “bad habits.” 

Mr. Hough was followed by Dr. Franklin D. Strickland, 
president of the Rhode Island State Holstein Association, 
who told of the properties of Holstein milk and how to 
utilize the good things about Holstein milk in marketing 
it. Dr. Strickland speaks with some authority, being a 
very successful merchandiser of Holstein milk at the 
best price paid for any milk in his home city of Provi- 
dence. His talk was similar to an article written for the 
World and published recently and which has had wide 
circulation in pamphlet form by the World since its ap- 
pearance. 


James G. Watson, Field Representative of the New 
England Homestead spoke briefly upon the coming of the 
National meeting of the Holstein-Friesian Association to 
New England next year and urged upon breeders the 
necessity of supporting their state and district associ- 
ations in preparation for this event. This point and others 
were stressed by Mr. Kellogg in his remarks as he 
introduced each speaker. 

Prof. A. R. Merrill of the Connecticut State College of 
Agriculture gave a demonstration of the good points to 
be sought in a dairy animal using the Kellogg herd sire, 
K. P. O. P. 54th as an object lesson. A get of the other 
Kellogg herd sire, Lauderdale North Star Champion, was 
also used in the demonstration. 
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VERMONT CLUB ELECTS

growers but part of this acreage has been given over to 
potatoes and they have one of the finest fields of potatoes 
in Hampshire county. 

The next farm visited was that of Joel Searle. Mr. 
Searle has a large herd of high grade Holstein cattle; 
excellent sires have always been had and the females are 
of good type and high producers. Mr. Searle is experi- 
menting with sweet clover and found it very satisfactory 
and economical for pasture purposes. 

The farm of E. P. West was next visited. Here we 
found a large herd of fine Holsteins. Several of the cows 
have been entered for Advanced Registry and are all 
making fine records. Mr. West is fortunate in having 
four sons, all of whom are very much interested in various 
farming enterprises. The oldest son, Osburne, has been 
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a consistent exhibitor in calf club classes at the local 
fairs and at the Eastern States Exposition, he has won the 
prize for the best showman and also has exhibited the 
Champion female. 

The last farm visited was that of J. G. Cook. The 
tarming enterprises have been dairy and tobacco, but 
this year tobacco has been omitted and more attention is 
being given to the dairy herd. Although smaller in num- 
ber than that of Mr. West, it contains females of excel. 
lent type. 

After leaving Mr. Cook’s farm, the group was taken to 
two nearby pastures where two-year-old heifers of Pelis- 
sier Bros., Mr. Cook and Mr. West were pastured. From 
these heifers, it was easily observed that the three farms 
had a wonderful lot of females growing up to improve the 
present high standard which is at present maintained in 
each herd.

RECORD 

Lady Piebe Oak Homestead 713491 by Milford Meadows 
Rag Apple Oak De Kol 125263 and out of Lady Piebe 
Fobes Oak 503515. Thus she comes of Homestead breed- 
ing on both sides. 

This cow was filed for the 305-day Illinois State record 
for senior four-year-olds, which is 567.77 lbs. of fat from 
17,630.7 lbs. of milk. In 275 days she has produced 
618.57 lbs. of fat from 20,185.0 lbs. of milk. She is still 
milking 75 lbs. per day. She has already exceeded by 
51.8 lbs. of fat and 2,554.3 Ibs. of milk the present Illinois 
State records for senior four-year-old Holstein cows. 
Continuing at her present rate she will exceed the above 
record by 120 lbs. of fat and 4,500 lbs. of milk. This 
record is one that will give the Holstein breeders of 
the state a real job to equal. 

This cow has 7-day record made during this lactation 
period as a senior four-year-old of 25.90 lbs. of butter 
from 601.2 lbs. of milk. During the first few weeks after 
freshening this cow milked her own weight of milk every 
12 days. At this time after milking 9 months she milks 
her weight of milk twice each month. 

This cow produced during the first six months of this 
present lactation period milk to the value of her original 
cost. In addition to this her first calf has been in milk 
three months (cow testing association) and has produced 
168.0 lbs. of fat from 5,494 lbs. of milk with twice-a-day 
milking. 

The Holstein herd of the W. T. Rawleigh Co., already 
have more state records than any other herd of its size 
in the state.

Ruby 
Karen Mercedes was eleven years old 
last February and had produced five 
sons and four daughters. She has 
made a record of production, show 
ring winnings, and transmitting abil- 
ity that few cows have duplicated.

In 
that lactation, she produced in 365 
days, 879.77 lbs. butter, 18,324 Ibs. 
milk. Her next freshening was at just 
past four years of age and she set 
up a new Minnesota State record for 
7-day butter production with 35.03 Ibs. 
butter, 524.4 lbs. milk, and in 340 
days of that lactation, she made 901.56 
Ibs. butter, 17,193 lbs. milk. Her 
highest yearly production for both 
milk and fat came in six-year-old form 
when she made 975.6 lbs. butter, 20,- 
477.6 lbs. milk. In her first five lac- 
tations tested, she made an average 
of 908.12 Ibs. butter, 18,510.4 Ibs. milk 
with an average test over the entire 
period of 3.92 per cent fat. She is 
probably the most famous daughter of 
Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 14th, 
the greatest show son of Sir Pieter- 
tje Ormsby Mercedes. Her dam, 
Johnston Lincoln Karen, has a 28-lb. 
7-day record. Three of the daughters 
of Ruby Karen Mercedes are now in 
the Femco herd. One of these is a 
30-Ib. and 900-lb. three-year-old and 
the other two are youngsters sired by 
Mankato Floa Ormsby Korndyke Lad, 
a son of the 1,000-lb. junior two-year- 
old Waterloo grand champion, Man- 
kato Floa Ormsby Mercedes, another 
famous daughter of Sir  Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes 14th. Ruby was

longer than 7 days were reported by breeders, several 
records of fourteen and thirty days being made during 
that year. In order to stimulate official testing, cash 
prizes were offered by the Association for the highest per- 
formances. These were started in 1894. In 1902, the de- 
sirability of a longer record was recognized and prizes 
were offered also for 30-day and 6-months official records. 
However, as only three of the latter records were com- 
pleted, two of them by state agricultural colleges, the six 
months’ division was abolished after a single year’s trial 
and efforts concentrated on the 7- and 30-day test. The 
idea back of the effort to establish a six months’ record, 
however, persisted and in 1904 another testing division 
was instituted for cows tested not less than eight months 
after calving. To be eligible for this division, cows had 
to make a 7-day record when fresh and the early record 
taken in connection with the record made eight months 
after calving was used as a basis for computing the pro- 
duction of the cow for an eight months’ period. 

There was a feeling among some breeders, however, 
largely from the middle west, that this system was not 
quite adequate to prove the persistent production of this 
breed, and accordingly in 1906 a few semi-official yearly 
records were made. They were computed very much as 
at present with two days of official supervision each 
month to determine the fat percentage and as a check 
upon the owner’s milk weights. It was not until two 
years later, however, in 1908, that semi-official records 
were given recognition by the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America as a separate prize division. That year, 
they were so recognized and prizes offered for the largest 
fat productions at the various ages. The relative impor- 
tance of the long-time testing has steadily increased until 
right now somewhat more than half of all the records 
accepted by the Holstein-Friesian Association of America 
are in the long-time divisions. This statement is in strik- 
ing contrast to the facts found in 1914, only twelve years 
ago, when the report of the Superintendent of Advanced 
Registry showed over twenty times as many 7-day records 
made during the preceding year as there were yearly 
records, the latter numbering 423 and the former 9,116. 
While the yearly testing showed a constant growth year 
by year, something of the uphill struggle of the breeders 
who were trying to popularize this test is indicated by 
these figures, six years after the long-time tests were 
recognized in the prize list. The reasons for the reluc- 
tance of the breeders generally to take up the semi-official 
yearly test are not hard to find. The 7-day test, longer 
established, was a recognized basis of values and auction 
sale prices on animals backed by yearly records appeared 
to be no higher than on those with the 7-day records only. 
For this reason, there was, perhaps, a natural reluctance 
upon the part of the breeders to go to the trouble and 
expense of carrying their cows on test for a full year, 
when a 7-day effort appeared to be bringing them just as 
great rewards in the auction sales. The ten months or 
305-day division was added in 1916, but this did not mean 
very much until in 1919 the requirement was added that 
to qualify for a 305-day record the cow or heifer must 
drop a living calf within fourteen months from the date 
of previous freshening. While the ten months’ test has 
continued to grow in popularity along with the general 
growth of interest in long-time test work and while 
breeders quite generally recognize it as the most prac- 
tical test, requiring as it does a calf practically once a 
year, it has not yet attained the popularity and support 
that is accorded the test for the full year. The latter are 
still being made in almost twice as great numbers as the 
ten months’ test, while the two divisions taken together 
as stated now surpass:the 7-day records in numbers being 
made. 

Along with this swing toward long-time tests, has 
naturally come a reversal of sentiment in the matter of 
valuations placed upon those records. So that today, 
while most breeders like to have good 7-day records in 
the pedigree, they are very largely demanding long-time 
record backing as a basis for establishing high values. 


All Advanced Registry testing, ae. in all breeds 
has declined greatly during the years of depression. With 
prices for the general run of animals so much reduced 
from the “boom” figures, breeders have been faced with 
_ the necessity of curtailing expenses, and they have felt 
that the records of average size did not add enough to 
selling prices to cover their cost. Testing has, accord- 
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ingly, been limited more and more to the better animals, 
This is not a desirable condition in the interest of sound 
breed progress, a fact that is becoming more and more 
recognized. Many breeders are turning to the cow testing 
association as a cheap method of getting a production rec. 
ord on every member of the herd, and Mr. M. H. Gardner, 
Superintendent of Advanced Registry for the Holstein. 
Friesian Association of America, reports an increasing 
interest in 7-day official testing on selected individuals, 
as a supplement to the cow testing association work. 
There is a real danger for the future of the cow testing 
association through too much commercialization and the 
use of cow testing association records as a basis of selling 
value. The Ayrshire people have pointed the way with 
an économical herd test that receives official recognition, 
and no one feature of breeding policy is receiving greater 
study by Holstein breeders today. 

Advanced Registry records in themselves, however, 
are not the all-important consideration they were up to 
seven or eight years ago. During the period immediately 
preceding 1919, a craze for high records swept over our 
breeders. Matings were made on the basis of combining 
as many high records as possible in the pedigree, without 
regard to type, bloodlines or any other essential factor 
in successful live stock husbandry. This craze, taken in 
connection with the high inflated prices of the period dur- 
ing and right after the World War, furnish, in our opinion, 
the fundamental reason why the depression period proved 
to be so disastrous to the Holstein--Friesian breeding in- 
dustry. A slump in Holstein prices was bound to come 
anyway as the result of the depressed condition of agri- 
cultural generally during the readjustment period. Every 
other commodity or class and breed of live stock had the 
same experience in greater or less degree. It was great 
in the case of the Holstein-Friesian industry primarily 
because of the fact that so many of our breeders were 
working on an unsound basis with animals purchased at 
prices inflated beyond all reason. The Holstein industry 
was so high in the clouds during the boom period that 
when it fell, it fell hard and its size and close relation- 
ship to the men on the farms who are dependent upon 
the dairy industry for their livelihood has made recovery 
slow during the past lean years for agriculture. 


In our opinion the Cabana record scandal which many 
have blamed as one of the leading causes for the Holst:in 
troubles was in reality a very unimportant factor im the 
situation. That unsavory episode was most unfortunate 
for those innocent purchasers who had invested large 
sims of money in related animals and the resulting litiga- 
tion and publicity may have operated to turn a smattering 
of would-be Holstein breeders into other channels. Our 
view however is that the determined stand of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America to expunge from its 
books any records found to be made through fraud; its 
disposition to face facts without any attempt to cover up 
proven crookedness even though it led to high places, 
went a long way towards establishing confidence in the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America and the integrity 
of its records 

The Cabana episode did one other thing for the Hol- 
stein-Friesian industry. It showed breeders clearly the 
folly of the course they had been pursuing in chasing 
after records alone, with the result that type became the 
foremost consideration in establishing values. So pro- 
nounced did this trend become that some concern was 
felt by far sighted breeders over the future of the indus- 
try if production was to be so completely disregarded. 
The 1926 styles, fortunately, we are convinced, give due 
consideration to type, recognize production as a funda- 
mental asset, and have regard for pedigree and bloodlines 
as surety that the characteristics sought for will be trans- 
mitted to succeeding generations. The general growth of 
this well balanced idea among our breeders is one of the 
hopeful signs for constructive breed improvement during 
the coming years. 


Before we leave this subject of type, we wish to give 
our impression on a question that is now being raised be- 
cause of similar effort undertaken by another breed. We 
refer to the True Type models and paintings promulgated 
by the Holstein-Friesian Association of America in 1922 
and 1923. Most live stock owners, particularly those con- 
nected with any of the dairy breeds, are familiar with this 
project. A committee of the best judges of the breed was 
charged with the responsibility of giving visual expression 
to the true type of the Holstein-Friesian breed. The 
result of their labors was finally translated onto canvas 
and into clay under the skillful touch of artists. Reproduc-

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tions of these paintings and models have been displayed 


largely throughout the realm of the Holstein-Friesian cow 
in many lands. The work has been criticized from the 


. standpoint that these ideal representatives, never equalled 
' perhaps in the flesh, set up before the beginner in the 


business an image so perfect that he is over-critical of the 
live animals which he sees. While this criticism may be 
justified in some cases, we feel that it is very much worth- 
while to set up before our breeders a model of perfection 
in type toward which they can strive. We are much more 
likely to reach a desired goal if all of us are agreed as to 


. what that goal is. 


In one respect the true type work of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association has been disappointing. When the com- 
mittee of judges was at work in the preparation of the 
true type representations, it was most pleasing to dis- 
cover that their ideas were all very close in every detail 
as to what ought to constitute the true type. It was con- 
fidently expected that the work of the true type commit- 
tee would result in very marked improvement in the judg- 
ing at our Holstein shows. Doubtless we were expecting 
too much. We should have realized that the individual 
equation will always be present when it comes to passing 
judgment upon large rings of live animals. Different 
features of the same animals are bound to look different 
to different judges, even though they may agree exactly 
in the idea of what constitutes perfection for that par- 
ticular part. We know of no other way to explain why it 
was that judges who worked in perfect harmony on the 
type committee itself should show such wide differences 
of opinion in placing the same animals from week to 
week. On several occasions last year, a junior champion 
under one judge of recognized ability was outside the 
money only a week later under another judge of equal 
standing. A grand champion bull under the first judge 
barely got inside the money with the second and a heifer 
that just placed in the first show was given the champion- 
ship award at the second. We haven’t the answer to this 
probiem and perhaps it is just as well for the good of our 
shows, as the exhibitor is always buoyed up by hope that 
at the next show his animals may find favor with the 
judge. 

The development of our show rings during the past 
half dozen years is one of the encouraging features of the 
present situation. Each year, it seems that more and 
more breeders are breaking into the show game. This 
was continued right through the whole period of the late 
depression and has been an undoubted factor in the re- 
covery now under way. Last year to a greater extent 
than ever before, our Holstein breeders took their herds 
out over somewhat extensive fair circuits. From the con- 
stant growth of this activity among our breeders, it is 
evident that they may consider the results, measured in 
the advertising of their individual herds and of the breed 
as well as the cash returns from prizes won, a good in- 
vestment. 

The growing atention paid to the show ring illustrates 
forcibly the trend of the times toward a better balance 
between type and production. It is pleasing to note the 
increasing proportion of our top show animals that are 
also proven producers of a high order or bred in high 
producing lines. That is another manifestation of the 
1926 styles in Holsteins. Expression of these ideals in 
a workable system of selective or super registration is 
perhaps the most pressing problem before our industry 
today and holds the greatest possibilities for improve- 
ment and advancement of the breed in the future. 


In conclusion, we deplore the efforts that are being put 
forward from certain quarters to arouse and foster class 
feeling in the Holstein-Friesian ranks. There is no place 
for any such feeling in our industry. The interests of the 
large breeder and the small breeder are in no respects 
opposed. In fact, each is dependent upon the other. The 
small breeder is essential as an outlet for the bull calves 
produced in the large herds. The wealthy breeder on the 
other hand provides a stimulus for the best efforts of the 
small breeder by making a profitable market for the best 
animals he can breed and develop. The real service of 
the so-called big breeders of the industry, however, has 
been in the constructive breeding and development work 
they have done. While many of the tops of the breed 
have come from small herds of the practical breeder of 
small means, it is significant that in the great majority of 
cases they have built on the bloodlines that have been 
developed and popularized by the large breeder. In 
support of this statement, consider how Holstein history 
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would be altered, how much really worthwhile achieve- 
ment in our herds, both large and small would be wiped 
off the books if Dutchland, Pabst, Bell, lowana, Winter. 
thur, Hollywood, Carnation, Grahamholm, Avondale 
Beaver Dam, Moyerdal, Yates and a score of other famous 
breeding institutions owned by men with other substantia] 
interests, had never been developed and their bloodlines 
made available for the industry. Great as has been the 
immediate influence of the work done in their own herds, 
it is the influence of their bloodlines in other herds 
throughout the country that has marked the greatest sery. 
ice of our large breeders to the industry. More attention 
by our breeders generally to the problems of constructive 
breeding and development and less listening to those 
demagogues who are attempting to instil class prejudice, 
will help materially in the return of general prosperity to 
the industry.

Mildred Butter Girl Colantha, a former Toronto junior 
champion heading the dry section, and Raymondale Plus 
Aleartra the milking. Lady Meg Posch, the Mount Vic- 
toria entry was set down here on account of a local injury. 
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Countess Amelia Posch, the Mount Victoria heifer that 
won her class at Ormstown was the only milking two- 
year-old shown. She is a daughter of Count Paul Echo 
Posch and could have stood considerable competition. 

Raymondale entries took first in all the remaining 
female classes. Raymondale Fobes, a daughter of Wis. 
consin Fobes 7th, sired by Admiral Ormsby Fobes, won 
the dry two-year-old class on account of her size and 
strength, Oliver Bros. showing a very classy daughter of 
their second prize aged bull to second place. Three daugh- 
ters of this bull were in the money in this class. Abeg.- 
weit Plura was outstanding among the senior yearlings 
and went through to junior championship after a battle 
with two other Raymondale animals, Calamity Burke 
Dorliska, the junior yearling that was junior champion 
at Ormstown, and Raymondale Fobes Inka, a. daughter 
of Brookholm Inka and Wisconsin Fobes 7th. The last 
mentioned was finally given the Reserve Junior Cham- 
pion ribbon, Raymondale May, a junior calf by Sir Inka 
May and out of a maternal sister of Brookholm Inka was 
a first prize winner in this class, Montvic Bonheur Posch, 
a@ baby daughter of last year’s Reserve All-American 
yearling, placing second. 


The Groups 


The rules at this show require entries in the Get of 
Sire and Progeny of Dam to be bred by exhibitor. Three 
animals compose the Get group. As previously mentioned 
Arbogast won this with three mature daughters of Dutch- 
land Pontiac Colantha. There is room for plenty of 
difference of opinion in placing any class of groups. Judge 
Flatt placed two groups of young calves in second and 
third places. While both were a creditable lot, we would 
have been better pleased to see the very uniform entries 
of Oliver Bros. and Smith & Son placed up next to the 
Arbogast cows. Oliver Bros. won the Progeny class 
handily, with Smith showing two good groups in second 
and third places. In the class for senior herds Mount 
Victoria with both Grand Champions could not be denied 
first, Arbogast edging in between two Raymondale entries 
that were second and fourth. Smith won the junior herd 
from Mount Victoria, this class requiring the females to 
be bred by exhibitor. The class for cow with official 
yearly record brought out the best lot of females right 
through and was handled the best we have ever seen in 
this class. The rules here provide that the animals shall 
be scored for conformation on the basis of 100 points for 
perfection. To this score is added one point for each 
500 lbs. milk and one point for each 20 lbs. fat above that 
required to qualify. Judge Flatt called in Ward Stevens, 
who was a ringside spectator, to help with the scoring, 
and Charlie Wood, head of the R. O. P. division was right 
on the job with the production credits for each animal 
entered. Thus, as soon as the scoring was completed, 
the animals were arranged in the order of their combined 
scores and the whole job was done. The winner for 
both conformation and production was the grand cham- 
pion, Oakhurst Colantha Abbekerk, she having an indi- 
vidual score of 90 and a production credit of 60 points. 
Her nearest competitor was her stable-mate, Hilton Pearl 
Plus, with an 83 score and a credit of 41 points for pro- 
duction. Ingleside Pietje Posch, the second highest scor- 
ing cow, placed last on account of a low record in two- 
year-old form. She is now making close to 1,000 Ibs. 
butter, but as the record is not yet completed it was not 
counted here to her credit. Raymondale entries were in 
third and fourth positions. As handled the class had 
considerable educational merit and the quality of the 
cows made it one of the real pleasing classes of the whole 
show. It certainly was a convincing demonstration that 
show type and production can go hand in hand. In the 
County herd contest Vaudreuil won first and Perth County, 
second. D. C. Flatt, one of the old-time breeders of 
Canada, placed the awards and gave very general satis- 
faction.

Eight entries appeared in the Dairy Herd class which 
started the second day’s judging. Rasmussen took first 
and fourth in this important class, which draws more 
money at Springfield than any other group class. His 
first prize group, consisting of the first and third prize 
aged cows, first two-year-old and second three-year-old, 
was in a class by itself, although the Forum entry made 
a creditable showing for second money. Forum also won 
the Graded Herd, with Rasmussen second and Minnesota 
Holstein Co. third. The Minnesota outfit won their first 
blue of the show in the yearling herd and immediately 
annexed another with their calf herd. 

There were fifteen entries of Get of Sire in the ring 
besides a few others that stayed in the barn. A picked 
Get of K. P. O. P. offspring won without too much diffi- 
culty, this being Forum’s grand champion bull, Hargrove 
& Arnold’s third prize two-year-old bull, Billiwhack’s 
second prize two-year-old heifer and Rasmussen’s K. P. 
O. P. 50th, who was not shown in the open class because 
of temporary lameness. Paul Stewart had a very strong 
Get of Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby in second place. Sir 
Inka May and his sire, Sir Inka Superior Segis, sired 
respectively the third and fourth prize gets, shown by 
Minnesota Holstein Co., the Sir Inka May Get also in- 
cluding Pancake’s junior.champion bull and Rasmussen’s 
great heifer. 

For Produce of Cow, Rasmussen’s first prize two-year- 
old and Forum’s first prize calf teamed up to form the 
winning combination. Maudlene Ollie Homestead and 
her baby sister won second for Minnesota Holstein Co., 
and the same firm took third on the son and daughter of 
May Walker Ollie Homestead. 

The Illinois Classes 

Special classes for Holsteins owned and maintained in 
the State of Illinois provided a little additional “sugar” 
for the local boys. These classes are designed to help 
the small local exhibitor whose cattle are likely to suffer 
in comparison with the professional or traveling show 
herds. In this case, however, there were enough big ex- 
hibitors from Illinois to skim the cream from the state 
awards, leaving little or nothing for the various small 
exhibitors. Rasmussen, one of the two heaviest winners 
in the open competition, won in the state classes four 
firsts, two seconds, two thirds and three other ribbons. 
Rock River took two firsts, four seconds, four thirds and 
five other ribbons. Logan had two firsts, three seconds, 
two thirds and a fifth. Rudolph took two firsts and two 
seconds. Pancake, showing only two animals, won two 
Illinois firsts, Vial & Abbot one second, Randolph four 
thirds and four other ribbons and Schaefer & Sons a 
second and a fourth. 

Of all the Illinois classes, the Aged Cow class was the 
most interesting, for the reason that the three- and four- 
year-olds competed with the older animals, so that the 
judging was not simply a repetition of the open judging 
with the “foreign” cattle left out. Rasmussen took all 
three moneys in this class leaving only the fourth and 
fifth prize ribbons for Randolph and Rudolph.

BROCKTON FAIR OFFERS LIBERAL PREMIUMS 


The 58rd annual dairy show in connection with the 
Brockton Fair will be the last of three big dairy shows in 
Massachusetts, which will constitute a short ship circuit 
of three weeks. The three shows are at the Eastern 
States Exposition at Springfield, the New England Fair 
at Worcester and the Brockton Fair. 


For the Brockton Fair, entries will close Wednesday, 
September 8. No entry fee is required but ten per cent 
of the winnings will be deducted instead. Exhibitors are 
required to specify the number of stalls required when 
they make their entries. All entries of cattle, either for 
exhibition or educational purposes, shall be either from a 
tuberculosis-free-accredited herd or shall have passed a 
satisfactory tuberculin test and found to be free from 
tuberculosis. It is suggested that all cattle be vaccinated 
against hemmorrhagic septicaemia. 

The Massachusetts Department of Agriculture, Dr. 
Arthur W. Gilbert, commissioner, in order to encourage 
better breeding and farming in Massachusetts, will give 
its official recognition by awarding a silver medal to the 
best Ayrshire, Guernsey, Holstein, Jersey and Milking 
Shorthorn cow in milk, owned not less than six months 
by a Massachusetts exhibitor.

The total number of cattle in Pennsylvania is estimated at 1,500,000. Estimated number of dairy cat- 
tle is 860,000 of which 80,000 are pure breds and 760,000, grades. Assume that of the total 860,000 dairy 
cattle one-third, which seems a low estimate, of the herds are infected. Then there would be approx- 
imately 280,000 cattle in infected herds. If in these herds there is 25 percent inefficiency due to abor- 
tion and its sequelae there would be 70,000 cattle annually fail to produce.

Figured on the basis of a normal production of 5,000 pounds of milk per cow sold at three cents per 

pound and a cost of $125 per cow for maintenance, each cow then should show a profit of $25 without 

considering a calf value, but since the total income per cow is $75 each cow shows an actual loss of 

$50 and a total loss of $75. The total ioss then for 70,000 cows would be $5.250,000. The loss in beef 

breeds and calf loss in dairy breeds would be somewhat more difficult to estimate.

POST-MORTEM MILKINGS MADE 
IN STUDY OF UDDER 
CAPACITY 


The udders of two cows killed at 
the Federal dairy experiment farm, 
Beltsville, Md., were removed imme- 
diately after slaughter and mounted 
in a position for post-mortem milk- 
ing in a recent test to determine 
whether milk is manufactured during 
the few minutes required for the 
milking process, as is generally 
taught, or whether it is secreted con- 
tinuously and collected in the udder 
previous to milking. 

It is quite generally held that the 
capacity of a cow’s udder is not more 
than a half pint to each quarter and, 
therefore, that the milk must neces- 
sarily be manufactured during the 
milking operation. In these tests it 
was found, however, that a cow’s ud- 
der is capable of holding from 11 to 
20 quarts of milk. One of the cows 
had normally been giving about 12 
pounds at a milking. When her ud- 
der was milked after being com- 
pletely severed from all body connec- 
tion a total of 10.27 pounds of milk 
was obtained, or more than 85 per 
cent of her normal production, indi- 
cating that this amount had been col- 
lected and stored as milk previous to 
her’ slaughter. The post-mortem 
milking of the second cow yielded 
practically 50 per cent of her normal’ 
production. A considerable quantity 
of milk still remained due to the diffi- 
culty with which it was released. 

In the opinion of W. W. Swett, Bu- 
reau of Dairy Industry, United States 
Department of Agriculture, these 
tests indicate that milk secretion is 
to a considerable extent a continuous 
process, and that a large proportion 
of the milk secured at any milking is 
collected and stored within the mam- 
mary gland before milking is com- 
menced; also that the liberation of 
the milk from the gland is not de- 
pendent either upon a nervous or me- 
chanical stimulation or upon internal 
muscular contraction. 

Extensive studies of the mammary 
gland are now being made by the bu- 
reau in connection with the project 
dealing with the relation of a dairy 
cow’s conformation and anatomy to 
her milk- and butterfat-producing ca- 
pacity. This newest phase in the 
study of the mechanism of the dairy 
cow promises to be most interesting 
and highly productive of valuable in- 
formation.

The Cumberland County, Pa., Dairy Show 


By JESSE E. KURTZ 


HE Cumberland County Dairy 
T Show was held at Rudy’s 
Woods, two and one-half miles 
south of Carlisle, Pa., August 11 and 
12. This Dairy Show was under the 
auspices of the Cumberland County 
Cow Testing Association, the Cum- 
berland MHolstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion, and the Cumberland County 
Farm Bureau. These organizations 
were assisted by the few Guernsey 
breeders in the county, who are un- 
organized. There were on exhibition 
approximately 240 dairy cattle, of 
which more than 200 were pure bred 
and grade Holsteins. The purposes 
of this show were to (1) impress on 
the public the economic importance 
of..the dairy industry; (2) promote 
cow testing association work; (3) 
promote the use of better sires; (4) 
promote the production of higher 
quality dairy products; (5) educate 
the public to the value of dairy prod- 
ucts; (6) educate dairy farmers to 
the value of better dairy cattle. 
_ Anyone attending this show could 
not help but be impressed with the 
quality of the cattle in Cumberland 
County. There have been in this 
county during the last eight or ten 
years two outstanding sires. Perhaps 
e more important of the two is 
De.Kol..Korndyke 199322. He 


is a great grandson of King of the 
Pontiacs and a line-bred grandson of 
Pietertje Hengerveld Sir Korndyke. 
His dam has a 983-lb. butter record at 
three and one-half years. His daugh- 
ters are a very milky looking lot of 
cows. They carry very good top 
lines, large, well shaped and very 
well connected udders; and are a 
heavy producing lot of cows. Lothian 
De Kol Korndyke heads the Penn- 
sylvania State College Holstein herd 
and was formerly owned by I. V. 
Otto, owner of Boiling Springs Herd. 
The other outstanding sire is King 
Ormsby Abbekerk Helena 262002. He 
was a son of King of the Ormsbys 
from a 20-lb. three-year-old daughter 
of Korndyke Abbekerk. This bull has 
sired a first prize and a second prize 
yearling at Brentwood Sales. His 
daughters are a lot of large, rugged, 
good type, heavy producing cattle. 
When bred on the daughters of 
Lothian De Kol Korndyke, he 
stamped on his offspring added size 
with the good type of their dams. His 
daughters have had little chance in 
C. T. A. work, but milk from 60 to 90 
Ibs. per day on three milkings. The 
daughters and granddaughters of 
these two sires made up a large num- 
ber of the prize winners of the show. 

As stated before, the quality of the 


show was very high. 


The judging 
was done by Prof. A. A. Borland of 
State College. On several occasions 
he made the remark that the number 
and quality of the cattle was equal 
to that seen at most of the state 
fairs. He also said, “If many of these 
cattle were fitted, they would furnish 


strong competition in any good 
show.” 

The show was financed by the 
farmers, feed dealers, retail milk 


men, and others directly or indirectly 
interested in the dairy business. 
There were several educational fea- 
tures, the most important being a 
demonstration of the value of raising 
one’s own dairy heifers instead of 
buying them  promiscuously. The 
heifers which this dairy farmer 
bought cost him $50 each and were 
grade Holsteins. The heifers he 
raised were grade Holsteins also, but 
were so superior to those he bought 
that he could have paid $157.50 each 
for them and had as much profit at 
the end of the year as he had from 
those he paid $50 each for. He raised 
heifers from his best cows only. 
There were forty-two cows in the 
aged cow class. The leader in this 
class was rather thin in flesh, but 
carried an exceptionally good udder 
and veining, with plenty of size and 
capacity, and a good top line. She 
was also the grand champion female, 
She is owned by I. V. Otto. The 
second, third and fourth prize cows 
were all sired by King Ormsby Abbe- 
kerk Helena. This was the outstand-

ing class of the show. Competition 
was keen in all the Holstein classes, 
except the two-year-old bull class 
which contained only three animals. 

Probably the second class in im- 
portance among the females was the 
calf class. This was a large class 
with quality running far below the 
fifth prize. Prof. Borland said, “I 
wish there were twenty prizes to be 
given in this class.” 

The aged bull class was the best 
class of bulls and contained the 
champion bull of the show also 
owned by I. V. Otto. He is a four- 
year-old, weighing about 2,300 pounds. 
He has good length and depth, and 
good handling quality, a real dairy 
bull with a strong top line and rump. 
This bull is a grandson of King of the 
Ormsbys. The second prize bull is a 
son of Lothian De Kol Korndyke and 
is of exceptional type and quality, but 
lacking the size and strength of the 
first prize bull. 

The bull calf class was well filled. 
First three places were taken by 
bulls of Ormsby breeding. Descend- 
ants of King of the Ormsbys through 
his son, King Ormsby Abbekerk He- 
lena, won more ribbons than all other 
bulls represented at the show. 

The get of sire class was won by 
the get of King Ormsby Abbekerk 
Helena. This group contained the 
first prize yearling and the second, 
third and fourth prize cows. Two 
other gets of “King” were in the ring. 
Second and third places in this class 
were taken by gets of Lothian De 
Kol Korndyke. 

The Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America donated three special 
prizes. A model of the True Type 
cow for the best exhibit of the breed 
went to I. V. Otto, whose exhibit con- 
tained 20 head, and won twelve 
prizes including both male and fe- 
male championships. The gold medal 
for the best get of sire went to W. A. 
Woods & Son, who owned two of the 
group, and also bred the other two. 
The bronze medal for best produce of 
dam went to I. V. Otto. This group 
contained a 28-lb. three-year-old 
daughter of Lothian De Kol Korn- 
dyke, and a 26-lb. daughter of a 
former herd sire. 

The Extension Service sent litera- 
ture to be distributed. It was all 
taken except a few pieces spoiled by 
the rain on the last afternoon. 

To the best of our knowledge, no 
show of equal size and quality has 
ever been put on by any other county 
in our state. We feel that it was 
@ success in spite of two severe elec- 
trical storms in less than sixteen 
hours.

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FEWER HOGS FOUND TO BE 
TUBERCULOUS AS DISEASE !S 
ERADICATED FROM CATTLE 


With current progress in eradicat- 
ing tuberculosis from cattle, a notice- 
able decline of the same disease 
among swine is taking place. This 
announcement by the Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry, United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, is based on field 
observations and by record of the 
Federal meat inspection service. 

A striking example of the effect of 
the work has been received by the 
department from an Iowa packing 
company which has “kept books” on 
such losses for the last seven years. 
In 1919 the average loss per hog 
caused by tuberculous infection was 
75 cents. This figure is the economic

In 1920 the loss declined to 66 cents, 
in 1921 to 49 cents, and in 1922 to 32 
cents. Since 1923 the loss has de- 
clined further to 26 cents. 


“We have actual knowledge, 
through experience,’ the company 
adds, “that the tuberculin test applied 
to cattle has reduced bovine tuber- 
culosis among cattle and hogs follow- 
ing them, and has cleaned up the hogs 
from the disease.” 

Further evidence is given by the 
packer’s report for Hardin County, 
Iowa, which is an area accredited as 
free from bovine tuberculosis. Dur- 
ing a 9-months’ period more than 11,- 
000 hogs were shipped from this 
county and slaughtered, with an av- 


erage economic loss, caused by tu. 
berculosis, of only 4.7 cents each, 
This figure is less than a fifth of the 
general average which in turn ig 
about a third of the loss in 1919 when 
systematic tuberculosis eradication 
was just begun. 

An important development of the 
work is the discovery that through- 
out the Central West especially, many 
poultry flocks are tuberculous, and 
some infection among swine is trace. 
able to that source. Fowl tubercu- 
losis yields readily, however, to meth- 
ods of control and eradication. Thus 
the outlook for the complete suppres- 
sion of tuberculosis among all kinds 
of livestock is encouraging, Federal] 
veterinary officials assert.

MEXICAN AND U. S. LIVESTOCK 
OFFICIALS CONFER ON . 
FOREIGN DISEASES 


Plans for repelling invasions of 
foreign livestock diseases were form- 
ulated in Washington during the first 
week in August by a joint conference 
of Mexican and United States of- 
ficials. The Mexican delegation was 
composed of Antonio Castro-Leal, 
Charge d’Affairs of the Mexican Em- 
bassy; Jose Figueroa, Chief of Cattle 
Division in the Mexican Department 
of Agriculture; and Daniel Ortiz Ber- 
umen, in charge of the section deal- 
ing with disease-control measures. 
The United States representatives 
were Dr. John R. Mohler, Chief of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry, United 
States Department of Agriculture; 
Dr. A. W. Miller, Chief of the Field 
Inspection Division of that bureau; 
and R. W. Flournoy, of the State De- 
partment. 

The constant menace of numerous 
foreign livestock diseases and the 
mutual interest of Mexico and the 
United States in combating them by 
effective and uniform measures were 
the occasion for the conference. 
Joint Report Ready for Ratification 

A joint report of decisions and 
recommendations was signed by the 
delegates August 7. For the proposed 
regulations to become effective they 
must receive final approval by both 
Governments and are now being sub- 
mitted through the State Department 
for that purpose. Veterinary regula- 
tions of the kind proposed are in the 
nature of a treaty between Mexico 
and the United States. 

Following is the essence of the 


more important proposed _ regula- 
tions: 
Both countries are to maintain 


border stations and seaports for the 
importation of animals and an ade- 
quate livestock sanitary police serv- 
ice to guard against the introduction 
of livestock affected with or exposed 
to contagious diseases. Due notice 
must be given each country of open- 
ing a new port or closing an old one.

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Animals kept under observation at 
designated quarantine stations will 
be subjected to suitable tests for the 
diagnosis of disease. 

Veterinary officials in both coun- 
tries are to supervise the sanitary 
handling of anima] by-products, for- 
age, and other commodities that may 
be carriers of disease. 

Necessary measures governing the 
disinfection of vessels and other 
means of transporting animals are to 
be taken. 

Special precautions will te _ di- 
rected against the introduction and 
spread of foot-and-mouth disease, 
rinderpest, contagious  pleuropneu- 
monia and hog cholera. 

Veterinary officials of each country 
will control the importation of ani- 
mals through a system of permits 
and permanent records. 

Livestock sanitary officials will de- 
fine territory in their respective 
countries in which any contagious or 
infectious disease exists and will in- 
dicate zones that are considered ex- 
posed to prevent the spread of the 
infection. 

Importations of livestock will be 
refused from foreign countries or 
zones in which rapidly spreading 
diseases are prevalent. 

The respective Governments are to 
notify each other through the usual 
diplomatic channels of the appear- 
ance and extent of.seriously acute 
contagious diseases. 

An exchange of official regulations, 
periodicals, and other publications of 
mutual interest is also provided for. 


Further Details to Be Developed 


Though the foregoing safeguards are 
believed to be reasonably complete, 
the conference planned also for the 
drafting of such additional regula- 
tions as may be found necessary to 
carry out the purposes of the agree- 
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ment and to meet future problems. 
The countries already are enforcing 
most of the restrictions against for- 
eign livestock diseases recommended 
by the conference, but the meeting 
of the delegates was beneficial in ar- 
ranging for uniform procedure. To 
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livestock owners of both United 
States and Mexico the action of the 
livestock conference promises added 
security and protection from foreign 
plagues.

We 
were pleased to find Mr. Miller carry- 
ing his more than eighty years lightly 
and in spite of a serious illness last 
winter is still filled with the interest 
and enthusiasm for his cattle that 
has characterized his fifty-seven 
years’ association with him. 





GREAT RECORDS IN PROGRESS_ 


IN WASHINGTON 


The July report of tests in progress 
in the state of Washington indicates 
that considerable Holstein history is 
now being made by the breeders of

a past president of the National Asso- 
ciation and has been breeding Hol- 
steins for a great many years. Two 
of the family with which Mr. Kel- 
logg has had the most success came 
originally from the Miller herd, al- 
though this was the first time Mr. 
Kellogg had ever seen this historic 
Holstein institution. 

We were particularly interested in 
seeing again the two animals which 
we selected upon Mr. Miller’s order 
in the Dutchland Farms Sale two 
years ago. ‘These were the young 
bull, Dutchland Creamelle Denver 
Paul, a son of Dutchland Creamelle 
Korndyke Lad out of a daughter of 
Colantha Johanna Lad. This bull has 
developed into an exceptionally good 
three-year-old and his calves Mr. Mil- 
ler considers most promising he has 
had since the days of Billy Boelyn 
and Empire. The heifer selected in 
that sale, which, by the way, was the 
first and only female Mr. Miller has 
purchased since the days of his Hol- 
land importations, has developed into 
perhaps the most striking two-year- 
old in the herd. She, two, is a daugh- 
ter of Dutchland Creamelle Korndyke 
Lad, out of a daughter of Colantha 
Johanna Lad, and was just about to 
freshen at the time of our visit. The 
real pride of the milking herd, how- 
ever, is Joy of Pledge, the cow which 
Col. Edwards, of England, recalls as 
one of the two or three greatest Cows 
he saw during his extensive observa- 
tions in this country when attending 
the World’s Dairy Congress in 1923. 
This cow freshened about a month 
ago. The accompanying picture 
snapped in the pasture on the day of 
our visit gives a rather rough idea of 


that state. Perhaps the most sensa- 
tional performance is that of the jun- 
ior two-year-old, Carnation Walker 
Hazelwood, a daughter of Segis 
Walker Matador in the Carnation 
herd. In the two-day official period 
in July she produced 136.0 Ibs. milk 
and 5.286 lbs. fat. This called for a 
re-test and in the two additional 
days she produced 135.2 lbs. milk, 
5.5044 lbs. fat. She had been in milk 
313 days when this test was made. 
Later advice from Merton Moore of 
the Carnation organization states that 
this heifer is credited with 102 Ibs. 
butter and 2,050 lbs. milk in her 
eleventh month on test and that she 
has 1,100 Ibs. butter to her credit in 
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her first eleven months. The world’s 
record for a junior two-year-old ig 
1,200.64 lbs. butter by Finderne Mu- 
tual Fayne, a record that has stood 
unchallenged since 1915. What will 
the next month bring forth? Carna- 
tion Segis Pietertje Letta, tested 369 
days after calving, produced in the 
two days of her test 126.5 lbs. milk, 
4.0449 lbs. fat. She is a senior two- 
year-old, sired by a full brother of 
Segis Pietertje Prospect and out of 
a daughter of Matador Segis Walker. 
She will be credited with right. at 
1,000 lbs. butter for the year. She is 
another Carnation heifer. Western 
State Hospital, Ft. Steilacoom, Wash., 


. has the leader in both the junior and 


senior three-year-old classes. Steila- 
coom Segis Hope Dudley, a junior 
three-year-old tested 126 days from 
calving produced in the two days 
137.6 lbs. milk, 4.8794 lbs. fat. Steila- 
coom Ormsby Blossom Posch, a sen- 
ior three-year-old, 183 days in milk, 
produced 156.6 lbs. milk, 4.8637 Ibs. 
fat in the two days. Among the jun- 
ior four-year-olds, Steilacoom Prilly 
Ormsby Blossom, famous record 
breaker and twice 40-lb. producer, in 
milk 143 days, produced 146.5 Ibs. 
milk, 5.0589 lbs. fat. The leadér for 
the month in this class was Skagit 
Wayne Artis 3d, owned by the North- 
ern State Hospital at Sedro Woolley, 
with 186.6 lbs. milk. 5.6046 lbs. fat in 
two days, in milk 84 days. The high 
est producer of any age for the month 
was the senior four-year-old, Steila- 
coom Homestead Beauty, owned by 
Western State Hospital. In milk 38 
days, she produced 204.8 lbs. milk, 
6.5133 lbs. fat in the two days, and on 
retest went up to 220.9 lbs. milk, but 
was down in her fat to 5.9325 ‘hs. 
Linden Clara Pasma, famous as a 
C. T. A. champion, is evidently mak- 
ing a sensational run on semi-official 
test. In milk 100 days, she produced 
184.9 lbs. milk, 6.3575 lbs. fat in the 
two days. She is owned by Henry 
Bouchard, Bucoda, Wash. In the class 
for two- and three-time milking, Holly- 
wood Farm brings out the leader in 
their senior four-year-old, Hollywood 
Tietje Lyons. She produced in the 
two days 5.2941 Ibs. fat, 136.6 Ibs. milk, 
the test being made at the end of her 
first month. Further progress of 
these tests will be watched with in- 
terest.

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NATIONAL DAIRY EXPOSITION 
FEATURES 


The Twentieth Annual National 
Dairy Exposition will be held on the 
Michigan state fair grounds, Detroit, 
October 6 to 13, 1926, under the 
direction of the National Dairy Asso- 
ciation. 

The National Dairy Association is 
comprised of representatives from 
every branch of the dairy industry. 
The association was founded at Chi- 
cago in 1905. The charter was is- 
sued by the secretary of state of 
Illinois to J. A. Walker, W. W. Marple 
and L. C. Hamilton. 

The charter recites that the ob- 
jects for which the association was 
formed were to advance and promote 
the cause of dairying in an enlarged 
and general way, to inculcate the 
science of butter-making through lec- 
tures and exhibits and the use of 
modern appliances by an exchange of 
approved means and methods, and to 
increase the quality of the finished 
products. 

Although this is the twentieth an- 
nual exposition, it is the first time 
it has ever been held in Michigan. 
The first show was held in Chicago 
in 1906. All told, it has been staged 
in Chicago ten times; Milwaukee 
twice, Springfield, Mass, once; Colum- 
bus, Ohio, twice; St. Paul-Minneap- 
olis, twice; Syracuse, N. Y., once; 
Indianapolis, once. It is the desire 
of the association’s members and 
stockholders to establish a fund with 
the hope that at some time in the 
near future, headquarters will be 
established and owned by the asso- 
ciation itself. 


The exposition was not held in 
1915 due to the epidemic of foot and 
mouth disease throughout the United 
States. Cattle could not be trans- 
ported due to embargoes put on by the 
Government. 


The exposition is an educational in- 
stitution and has a real purpose. It 
is a great force in the improvement 
of American agriculture. How farm- 
ers May increase their incomes with 
high producing cows, with less labor 
through the use of time-saving equip- 
ment and machinery, and farm homes 
modernized by the purchase of up-to- 
date appliances and conveniences 
made possible by increased incomes, 
will be the direct aim of the exposi- 
tion this year. 


Educational exhibits will be made 
by the United States Department of 
Agriculture and the agricultural col- 
leges of many states. 


Calves owned by boys’ and girls’ 
calf clubs and grade cows from cow 
testing associations will be shown. 
Teams of students from twenty-five 
agricultural colleges will compete in 
judging contests of cattle and dairy 
products. Teams of farmers from 
many states will be entered in a 
dairy judging contest. 


The Second Annual Food Show 
will be held under the personal 
direction of Dr. E. V. McCollum, 
Johns Hopkins University, Baltimore. 
Md. Dr. McCollum is a recognized 
authority on nutrition. The import- 
ance of dairy products and their re- 
lation to other foods in the diet will 
be stressed. 


Another feature of the show will 
be the Farm Women’s Division. This 
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event is sponsored by the American 
Farm Bureau Federation and will be 
in charge of Mrs. Edith Wagar, Carle- 
ton, Mich. Its purpose is to teach 
farm women the importance of ef- 
ficient producing cows, how home 
conditions may be improved thereby, 
and the cares of life lessened. 


There will be an exhibit of home 
appliances in charge of trained wo- 
men. Farm women will be shown 
how better dairy herds will maks 
possible the purchase of these ap- 
pliances in a short time from the in- 
creased income, 


The different organizations con- 
nected with the association will hold 
their meetings during the week. Con- 
ferences and dinners of cattle clubs 
and breeders’ organizations will be 
held on dates to be announced later. 


The American Dairy Science Asso- 
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ciation will convene at the Book- 
Cadillac Hotel ,October 8 and 9; the 
National County Agent’s at the state 
fair grounds, October 7 and 8; the 
American Dairy Federation at the 
Book-Cadillac, October 9; the Na- 
tional Dairy Union on October 9; 
the International Milk Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation at the Book-Cadillac, October 
6 to 8; and the National Association 
of Ice Cream Manufacturers at the 
Hotel Statler, October 11 to 14. 

The Dairy Industries Exposition 
will be held at Convention Hall, 
October 6 to 14, and is open to the 
trade only.

OLEO VS. BUTTER 


The issue joined between the Cali- 
fornia dairy interests and the Oleo 
manufacturers is attracting national 
attention. The oleo control law 
passed by the last legislature has 
peen appealed to a referendum by 
the oleo crowd and will be voted on 
this fall. Notable service in defence 
of the law is being rendered by some 
of the agricultural .papers, particular- 
ly the Pacific Rural Press. This pub- 
lication, of which John E. Pickett, a 
good friend of the dairy industry, is 
editor, recently “got under the hides” 
of the oleo crowd pretty hard by an 
editorial in which in a very enter 
taining way, he referred to oleo and 


its “Hula Hula antecedents,” the 
“sweaty bodies of the copra 
workers,” the “insects writing 


periods on the drying nuts,” and “the 
loud smell of the copra as it arrives 
at the factory.” 


Mr. Pickett has followed this edi- 
torial by another in which he dis- 
cusses the economics of the oleomar- 
garine industry. He predicates this 
editorial upon a statement from Dr. 
J. J. Frey, Dairy Commissioner of 
California, who says that California’s 
dairy products were worth $126,480,- 
746 in 1925, and this,sum, says the 
editorial, “is a lot of money for a 
home industry. It makes the bank- 
ing business good: it helps keep the 
railroads busy; it sells motor trucks; 
it swells the merchants’ sales; pro- 
vide many jobs; and it does this in 
the community that produced it. 

“Please observe that this is new 
wealth, but not mined wealth, or quar- 
ried wealth, or timbered wealth 
which leaves the state poorer in nat- 
ural resources when it is harvested. 
Dairy products are created from air 
and water. A _ slight admixture of 
mineral is taken from the soil, but 
most of this is returned to the land 
with a rich accretion of humus. This 
process of manufacture can go on for- 
ever and forever. 


“It is necessary to say that none 
of these things may be said for the 
substitute product which wants to 
take butter’s place; or is it required 
to point out that the dairy industry 
cannot continue to expand if a cheap 
fat scraped from the ends of the 
earth is sold in place of our home 
product? 

“California dairymen are not ask, 
ing that the manufacture and sale of 
oleomargarine be forbidden. Canada 
has successfully taken the step, but 
we are more generous in our asking. 
We recognize that the consumer is 
entitled to a cheap substitute if he 
prefers it. However, we do ask that 
a cheap foreign substitute shall not 
sail under false colors when it at- 
tacks a meritorious home product, 
and we ask that it finance by a 2-cent 
direct tax the state supervision of 
the industry which has been found 
advisable by a majority of Cali- 
fornia’s legislators and by the Gov- 
ernor.
